City police will continue their 
investigation Into last Thursday’s 
disturbance in Frederick follow- 
ing the Wallace rally.

No arrests were made during 
the several hour disorder. Roth- 
enhoefer said positive identifi- 
cation of the persons responsi- 
ble for actually throwing bricks 

or bottles is needed before any 
charges can be made. 

“As it stands now,” Rothen- 
hoefer said, “all police have is 
a vague discription of several 
silhouettes.” 

Positive identification is need- 
ed in order to get a conviction 
or even return an indictment 
against someone. People just 
can’t be charged because they 
were there, Rothenhoefer said.
